17. OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


The Joseph A. Wilcox House has a three-bay facade with a right entry. 
The sidelit entry has a heavy paneled door and very wide plain 
pilasters. Windows are fitted with 2-over-2 sash. Some windows have 
very wide plain-board lintels. A full-width one-story flat-roofed 
porch wraps right to meet a one-story semi-hexagonal bay. The 

porch, c. 1870, has no rail, square chamfered Italianate posts, 

and a plain frieze. The house has plain corner pilasters. The 
molded coruice has a partial return; its wide plain frieze carries 
across the tympanum. There is a single triangular attic louver. 

The left elevation has a two-story shed-roofed rectilinear bay. 

The rear elevation has an old or original extension with a one- 
story porch on turned posts.

The Joseph A. Wilcox House is significant as a good and well- 
preserved example of Greek Revival architecture. The gable-to- 
street orientation, plain corner pilasters, wide plain lintels, 
and plain frieze were all intended to suggest the massing and 
smooth masonry construction of a classical Greek temple.
